He charged the-* Washington gov- 


ernment with indifference to the St. 
Lawrence project and declared that 
New Tork is obstructing the realiza- 
tions of the Lakes-to-Ocean route, "by 
insisting upon an impossible Hudson 
river-New Tork City route." 


"Senators of the northwest and the 


Mississippi valley states" are follow-. 
Ing "the leadership of New To 
which is opposed to the deep water- 
ways." he said. 


"At the 65th Congress a resolution 


provided for an international joint 
commission, to investigate tho St. 
Lawrence river route. 
A senator 


from the head of the Great Lakes 
said that the amendment commits 
congress to nothing. An amendment 
proposed to such resolution by Sen 
ator Calder of New York provided 
for a preliminary survey between tho 
Great Lakes and down the Hudson 
river, by way of New Tork city. The 
same senator, my opponent, who said 
that the resolution did, not commit 
the United States to anything, also 
said, and I quote his language taken 
from the congressional record. 
He 


said: 'I would rather It would go 
that way (via Hudson river), than 
through the St. Lawrence.' 


"There has been an entire Indiffer- 


ence on the part of administrations 
at Washington, respecting the deep 
waterways. New-Tork has controlled 
the situation and will continue to 
control until senators of the north- 
west cease their \ loyalty and their 
preference for the Impossible water- 
way for ocean-going vessels by the 
way of the Hudson river and New 
York city.

him liberty, he would devote the rest 
of his life to opposing capital punish- 
ment.

came into public attention again Fri- 
day with a statement by Robrt to 
the Herald and Examiner that he 
fired the shot that slew Joseph 
Maurer, a drug clerk. 


Robert, who was

pleaded guitly. to the murder before 


Judge Wm. N. Gemmlll and 
was 


sentenced to life Imprisonment after 
lie had denied on the stand that lie 
fired the fatal shot. In his state- 
ment- to the paper declared: "I lied 
to save my neck." 


His elder brother, Russell, after a 


half dozen trials and reprieves, now 
is awaiting death on the gallows in 
October. 


That the purported confession of

nose seemed certain. 


Russell; wan from his two years' 


fight for freedom, read the statement 
with tears. 


"I always knew that some day he

Johnston of San Antonio withdrew 
Friday and urged her adherents to 
support Mrs. Ferguson. Political ob- 
servers declare 
the gubernatorial 


contest lies between Mrs Ferguson, 
Attorney General Dan Moody, and 
Lynch Davidson, Houston lumber- 
man. Mrs. Edith Wilmans of Dallas 
and Rev. O. F. Zimmerman of Mor- 
rls-co, are the other candidates. 


"Fergusonism" was laid down and 


accepted as the gubernatorial con- 
test Issue at the inception of the 
present race. By Fergusonism, all 
factions have avowed, is implied 
James E. Ferguson, husband of the 
present governor and himself a form- 
er'governor who resigned from that 
office, when impeached.

FEWER ACCIDENTS 


According to A. B. Barber, engineer of 


the department of transportation of the 
ch'amber of commerce of the United States. 
and director of the national conference on 
street and railway safety, there are ind>- 
cations that traffic fatalities, which have 
now reached the amazing total of more 
than 24,000 a year, are receding. He 
says the figures indicate a slight tendency 
toward reduction in the total of accidents 
for the country as a whole, estimates 
ranging from 3 per cent to 15 per cent, 
as compared with corresponding months 
last year. 


This is .encouraging. 
If the record is 


continued through 1926. it will be the 
first year since the motor veliicles began 
to be a probJem that an actual decrease in 
fatalities, as compared with the previous 
year, has been noted. Mr. Barber goes 
further-and ventures the opinion that we 
have reached the turning point and that 
from now on there will be a continual 
reduction in accidents, and that in ten 


we will 
look 
back and won- 


der why such frightful numbers, of fatali- 
ties occurred and why it took so long to 
bring about an improvement. 


'"We trust Mr. Barber's optimism is -well 


founded, if it is it is because the respon- 
sibility for accidents is beginning to drive 
itself home among careless drivers and 
speeders. 
AVe ao not know -whether this 


realization has 
sufficiently 
penetrated 


or not. Perhaps it has in some localities 
and not in others. One thing is certain, 
we shall not have a reduction in accidents 
until the drivers of automobiles take to 
heart the fact that they are operating a 
potential man-killing machine and consci- 
entiously drive it with reason and cau- 
tion. 


"When thjs change comes about on the 


part of the automobile owner, and is -sup- 
plemented with- strict licensing of driv- 
ers and enforcement of traffic laws, de- 
signed for the protection of the public, 
we shall have a rapid and substantial de- 
crease in the number of bad accidents. 
Up to this time politics has stood in the 
way of both the proper regulation of the 
automobile and punishment of those who 
violate the rights of others and drive reck- 
lessly. Irresponsible legislators and weak- 
kneed judges have permitted automobile 
drivers who have no right on the road at 
all to get away "with murder. 
"We are 


nearing the point where the public in 
sheer self-defense must rebel against these 
conditions. It is nothing less than a na- 
tional crime that we have reached the hisrh 
stage of automobile man-killing recorded 
in recent years. There is no excuse for it. 
"We have .suffered it and endured it be- 
cause we are easy-going and so selfishly 
absorbed in other things that we give ihe 
minimum of attention to public affairs, 
education and the conduct of government 
by our public servants. 


DARK FUTURE FOR RADIO 


This is a better summer for radio than 


last summer. 
In .some .sections of the 


country reception has been better during 
the summer months than it was last win- 
ter. 
Radio users, however, are alreadv 


beginning to realize that congress made a 
mess of things at the session just closed 
when it failed or refused to enact legisla- 
tion 
for 
iho proper 
regulation 
of 


broadcasting. 
Now that the lid is off. 


and anyone apparently may operate a 
broadcasting station at will and on any 
wave length or with any power desired, 
it is only a question of a few months un- 
.til the air will be so cluttered that no one 


will Ijave any satisfactory reception. Al- 
ready quite a number of stations have 
changed their wave lengths and increased 
their wattage, and what they will do 
of course others will follow. 


The attorney-general holds Mr. Hoo- 


ver has been deprived of power to regu- 
late broadcasting and to license operat- 
ors. 
It is true that a United States dis- 


trict judge of Kansas City holds that Mr. 
Hoover still has regulatory powers, but 
•this will not restrain pirates and usurp- 
ers from monopolizing'both time and air. 
The situation is so chaotic that no inter- 
ference of practical value can be under- 
taken against those who wish to disregard 
the established rights of other broadcast- 
ers and the previous regulations of the 
government. 


The responsibility for this condition, 


which promises ;«> interfere seriously with 
the entertainment of millions of persons 
during the coming year, is solely upon 
congress. So far as the enjoyment of the 
people is concerned, the bill pending be- 
fore it for the thorough regulation of ra- 
dio was one of the most important' pieces 
of legislation it had to consider. There 
is no possible excuse for its failure to 
take action. It had months in which to 
study the measure and vote upon it. 
There was€io time during the season that 
it was so occupied with other matters that 
it could not have disposed of this relative- 
ly simple problem. That it did not testi- 
fies only to its indolence and its indiffer- 
ence to.the public welfare. It is no won-^ 
der when we have a body of law-makers 
at AVashington so saturated with politics 
that it cannot pass laws obviously recom- 
mended 
by 
public policy, we have so 


little satisfactory legislation of any kind.

sermon, but the message of the preacher. 
Architecture, music, ritual and *ites are 
only aids to worship. 
They are not wor- 


ship but they assist the worshipper and 
it often happen1; that what aids one wor- 
shipper does not always prove helpful to 
another. 


For this reason -it will never be possi- 


ble to bring all religious people into one 
church, any more than it will be possible 
to get all people to eat the same food or 
wear the same clothes. 
Baptism, church 


administration, methods of interpretation, 
much theological doctrine and most ritual 
and symbolism is nothing more than the 
technique of religion. Righteousness, good 
will, forbearance. holine-ss: neighborli- 
ness. charity and kindliness are the fun- 
damentals toward which all religions are 
working. 


The most lavish expenditures and the 


most perfect photography cannot make a 
great picture without a great theme. Trie 
most elaborate technique cannot make a 
religion vital which has no message. Unity 
is not to be found in uniformity of method 
but in a united purpose.

WARMING UP AND CHARLEYHORSE 


Here's a bit of sound wisdom written, by a doc- 


tor who wrote about 1.400 years before Harvey 
discovered the circulation of th« Wood: 


••If anyone Immediately alter undressing 
pro- 


ceeded to the more violent movements before he has 
softened the whole body and thinned the excretions 
and opened the pores, he Incurs the 
danger of 


break-Ins or spraining some of the solid parts, but 
if beforehand he gradually warms and softens the 
solids and thin the fluids and expand the pores, the 
person exercising will run no danger of breaking 
any part." 


Galen refers to "openlnr the pores." but remem- 


ber that it was fourteen centuries before the dis- 
covery of the circulation. People 
nowadays who 


speak of the opening or closing of the pores have 
no excuse for their error except Ignorance. 


The rupture or tear of muscle fibers or even the 


tearing of a muscle from its attachment to bone 
or tendon, in some violent movement. 
Is called 


charleyhorse. Often it is possible to feel a lump at 
the site of the tear or rupture, or sometimes the 
lump may^be seen under the skin, and such a lump 
takes several weeks to disappear. A scar remains 
at the point of injury and this scar may perma- 
nently impair the. fuirelastlclty of the muscle. 


Ridcrs'are mostly likely to have charleyhorse at 


the junction of the abductor muscles of the thssh 
with their tendons. They call this injury "pulling 
a hamstring." Ball players are more likely to have 
charleyhorse In the tendon muscle junction of the 
deltoid or scapular muscle about the shoulder and 
shoulder blade. 
/ 


Small tears or ruptures, perhaps of microscopic 


muscle cells or fibers, account for 
one form 
of 


muscle soreness or lameness following violent ef- 
fort. The other cause of soreness is the presence 
of irritating waste matter imperfectly 
removed 


through the circulation. It must be clearly under- 
stood that practically none of this waste matter 
is removed through the sweat. This 'S important 
to understand, because too many people harbor an 
erratic notion that such soreness or lameness may 
be "sweated out" by hot baths of one kind or an- 
other.

The process of "warming up" for an athletic 


contest or race is akin to getting second wind. It 
is correctly so called, for If actually brings about 
an increase of the temperature of the muscles in- 
volved. This increase in temperature favors muscle 
metabolism, the oxidation or combustion of blood 
sugar and the removal of the ash or waste matter 
lactic acid and other products^pf metabolism. 


Ruptured tendons occur most frequently in cold 


"When such an accident happens in ath- 
letics, the victim is most generally a casual or oc- 
casional player and has jumped into the game with 
cold muscles.

Roger \V. Babson was 
asked if any new markets for steel 
are in sight which could

justify the price for the stock. What- 
ever the saturation point may be as 
to automobiles, oil, tires, etc., Mr. 
Babson belives that as yet the • steel 
industry has only begun to 
benefit 


from the great growth of automo- 
biles. His complete statement is as 
follows: 
, 


INDUSTRY A MONOPOLY 


"There are various kinds of mono- 


polies, some are purely artificial re- 
lying upon legal documents; 
others 


are brought about through 
the con- 


solidation of 'largo plants; others de- 
pend on good will' and adverlsing. 
Many investors belive that the most 
stable monopolies are those like the 
telephone, which are most efficiently 
operated by one company and where 
the public benefits most by having 
only one company. The objection to 
such monopolies is that the rates of 
such .service are determined by pub- 
ice commissions and these at times 
Become radically inclined especially 
when the product or service is used 
by the masses. 


"A study of monopolies shows that 


the most truly 
satisfactory 
to in- 


vestors in the long run are those not 
dependent on public franchises 
but 


those requiring 
tremendously large 


slants for economical production. The 
Ford Motor company Is probably the 
most outstanding example of such a 
monopoly and its great success 
is 


due to this fact. Next in order would 
come the United States Steel corpora- 
tion. It Is said that a new company 
would be obliged to spend several 
hundred million before it could pro- 
duce one single steel rail at as low a 
price as the Steel Corporation 
can 


produce rails. Hence, the steel in- 
dustry is one of the clearest exam- 
ples of a monopoly where a tremen- 
dously large unit is required for econ- 
omically carrying on the business, 
and the Steel Corporation has the 
largest unit of its kind in the world. 


STEEL AND AUTOMOBILES 


"When J. P. Morgan organized the 


Steel corporation, he of course had 
no more thought of automobiles than 
did John D. Rockefeller when he or- 
ganized the Standard Oil company, 
yet the automible has been of tre- 
mendous benefit to steel companies as 
well as oil companies. A study 
of 


traffic 
conditions, however, 
shows 


that the steel companies have only 
begun to benefit from the automobile. 
Up to the present time, steel has been 
used only to build cars, but the next 
generation will also use steel in order 
to take care of the traffic. I have in 
mind the building of overhead bridges 
at street intersections, the elimination 
of surface sidewalks and the other 
municipal improvements which are 
immediately ahead of us. 


"The main arteries leading to the 


city are intersected by certain dense- 
ly used cross-town highways where 
traffic' officers 
must 
constantly be 


maintained. It is only a question of 
time when overhead bridges will be 
at all these corners. One overhead 
bridge, about one-third of the width 
of the street, will be on one side of 
the street to take care of the 
traffic 


going in one direction; and another 
bridge, about one-third of the width 
of the street, will be on the opposite 
side of the street to handle 
traffic 


going in the opposite direction. Cars 
going in and out of the city will use 
these bridges while the 
cross-town 


traffic will use the present road at 
grade. The center of the roads will 
be kept free for those desiring to turn 
corners. 
Cities have

going into this work on account of 
the expense involved, but a change is 
bound to come in time and when it 
comes it will be generally adopted 


SECOND STORY SIDEWALKS 
•The retail districts of our large 


cities will be entirely changed during 
the next twenty-five years.

Steel stocks 
will probably go with the rest of the 
market and statistics now indicate 
that we are in a bear market. I do, 
however, know that most bonds of 
the United States Steel 
corporation 


are absolutely good and that the pre- 
ferred stock should be perfectly good 
and I believe that the common stock 
is a conservative investment. 
Of 


course, originally steel common was 
mostly water, but so much value has 
been put behind it in recent years 
that it now represents cash to much 
more than its par value. 


"I short. I am very bullish on the 


steel industry for the long pull, espe- 
cially in connection with structural 
steel. On the other hand, it must be 
recognized that the' steel industry is 
one of the most sensitive to prosper 
with or suffer from general business 
conditions. At the present time busi- 
ness conditions as indicated by the 
Babsonchart seem • to be graduallys 
slowing down although the Babson- 
chart business index is still seven per 
cent above normal to which point it 
has declined from 15 per cent above 
normal Jan. 1. Even 
under these 


conditions our steel plants are earn- 
ing good money, working at 75 per 
cent capacity.
